to himself’. He claims further that in contrast the interest 
of the church congregations are that of “becoming a suc- 
cessful local business . . . interested in maintaining and 
improving the comforts and conveniences and prestige of 
our local temples, kitchens and gymnasia.” 

What is the Church not to be, then? 

.. . A “come” structure set in a residential community 
to which people are expected to come; 

. . . An institution of salvation only for those who al- 
ready belong to it; 

... A well-built structure from which not a sound of 
what goes on inside reaches the world outside; 

. . . An inward-looking congregation, unconcerned about 
the troubles and tribulations that exist outside it. 

What is the Church to be? A living organism that 

. . . Demonstrates a life-style that shows the congrega- 
tion belongs to Jesus Christ; 

. . . Is an “outward-looking” congregation that is aware 
of hurt, injustice, deprivation, indignity, oppres- 
sion, exploitation and God’s leading in meeting the 
issues; 

. . . Bears witness to the Word that heals the human 
spirit, the Word in Jesus Christ that sets men free 
to live creative lives; 

. . + Is an insistent, catalytic power within the struc- 
tures of society to see that justice is imparted to 
all men; and 

. . . That it stands as a sign of hope -in the midst of 
world despair by living a style of life which speaks 
of the possibility of the future as we live in the 
present moment. 

We were all enriched as a result of the Seminar, and 
our vision of God’s expectations were heightened. It is 
our hope that this review will lead all of us in the Christian 
tradition to study more deeply our responsibilities as pres- 
ent-day Christians so that we might help to enable con- 
gregations to realize they are local units of God’s global 
mission.

AMAA‘S OUTREACH TOUCHES AUSTRALIA

The Summer of 1973 was a memorable one, no 
for the Rev. Bernard Guekguezian but for the AMAA also 


(which sent the former to Sydney, Australia) for the pos- , 


sibility of forming an AMAA Chapter there. But by God's 
grace, both an AMAA Chapter with Mr. Mihirtat Hagopian 
as the first chairman and an Armenian Evangelical Congre- 
gational Church were established under the able guidance 
of Rey. Guekguezian. Lats 

It is estimated that about 10,000 Armenians live in 
Sydney and surroundings of which number about 1,100 are 
Protestants. After numerous visitations to many of the 100 
Protestant families, intensive conferences with the leadership 
of the community and cordial meetings with Congregational 
Home Missions’ personnel, a membership drive was made 
to establish a church. Sunday, July 22nd was the day of 
vision, The outcome was the receiving of 75 members into 
the newly-named “Armenian Evangelical Congregational 
Church of Sydney”. As a result of conversations between 
Rev. Guekguezian and the Rev. Frank Butler, the Congrega- 
tional Home Missions Director, the latter promised to 
present the needs of the newly-established church to the 
108th Annual Assembly of the Congregational Union of 
New South Wales and request that a church building be 
given to the Armenian Congregationalists as a gift and 
financial assistance be extended after the acquisition of an 
ordained minister for the church. At a subsequent general 
meeting held on August 4, 1973, the congregation unani- 
mously voted their affiliation with the Congregational Union 
of Australia as well as the Armenian Evangelical Union of 
North America. 

A thrilling climax was experienced on Wednesday, 
October 24, 1973 when in the presence of pastor and repre- 
sentatives the Armenian Protestant fellowship was voted into 
affiliation with the Congregational Union at the opening 
session of the 108th Annual Assembly on the motion of the 
Rev. Butler and seconded by the Rev. N. Goodsell with the 
following knowledgeable comment on Armenians: 

“Tt is my very great pleasure to introduce to you the 
members of the Armenian Evangelical Congregational 
Church at Naremburn. I would crave the indulgence of the 
president to say a few things about these people. 

Their homeland lies between the Caspian and Black 
Seas. They were the first people to embrace Christianity as 
the official religion of the nation at the beginning of the 
4th Century. Since 430 A.D. the Armenians have been sub- 
jects to Persians, Arabs, Turks and Russians and their unity 
has consisted in the bond of race, literature and religion. 
The Armenians have suffered persecution intermittently 
throughout their history and a large proportion of their 
whole nation has been massacred by the Turks. 

They have established themselves at Naremburn and 
their folk come from great distances around Sydney to their 
church. They are an exceptionally hard-working and skilled 
people, tradesmen and professionals. Having suffered so 
much through the centuries, they have a tenacity for survival 
and withall a gentleness and courtesy that makes them a 
delightful people. 

They have suffered much for their faith. They have come 
to Australia to rear their children in that faith, in peace. 
They desire to be affiliated with this Union of Congregational 
Churches. I believe that we will be the beneficiaries because 
of their inclusion in this family. 

Time will not allow me to speak of the devoted work 
of their Pastor, Mr. Khachigian and Secretary, Mr. Levonian, 
but I would now introduce them as representatives of their 
church.” 

The future of the work in Sydney holds much promise 
taking into account the number of young and old consecrated 
Christians in the membership, and the energizing element 
of a missionary chapter which will help the church to be 
“outward-looking” rather than “inward-looking and_ self- 
preserving.”

RADIO MINISTRY BY THE 
ARMENIAN UNITED CHURCH OF MONTREAL 
a tadio ministry for the propagation of the Gospel to 
Armenians living in’ Montreal has been instituted by the Rev. 
Jean Zarifian, Minister of the Armenian United Church, as of 
October 7, 1973. This ministry will be beamed to approxi- 
mately 15,000 Armenians living in the Park Extension of 
Montreal, which is in the vicinity of the Armenian United 
Church, from 4:15 to 4:30 p.m. each Sunday. 
A large segment of the Armenian population are new 
arrivals in Canada who cannot adjust too easily in their new 
environment due to serious linguistic, economic and social

SECURITY? 
EVEN CHARITIES CANNOT CLAIM IT 

We are reminded of the words of our Lord when he 
admonished us not to lay up treasures on earth “where moth 
and rust doth corrupt” but rather treasures in heaven. 

In recent developments, this truth has been brought to 
our attention more tangibly when the AMAA’s new offices 
in Paramus, N. J. were seriously burglarized. Much damage 
was experienced because of the vandalism of the thieves. It 
is unlikely that we shall be able to receive more than $5,000 
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insurance reimbursement against the financial loss of about 
$10,000. 

Additionally, we received word that the Armenian Con- 
gregational Church in Southfield, Michigan, whose pastor is 
Rev. Jirair Sogomian, similarly experienced theft and van- 
dalism to their church building recently. Rev. Sogomian 
reported that they had extensive theft and damage done to 
their church property, but that through the sacrificial giv- 
ing of a friend of the church followed by unsolicited gifts 
by two other friends, God dramatically taught that he never 
leaves us without concrete evidences of his love and concern, 
especially in our time of need. 

These recent happenings were very disturbing and 
humanly speaking could be a deterrent to the ongoing work 
of God and his Kingdom. However, we can be reassured 
with the words of Apostle Paul in that “we glory in tribula- 
tions also, knowing that tribulations worketh patience; and 
patience, experience and experience hope.”
